With this blend of the artistic and 


the practical, the advocates of this 
type of planting are constantly gain- 
ing new followers, and the growing 
of nut trees along the highways Is 
steadily becoming more frequent. 


Perhaps the first objection offered 


when this type ' is suggested is the 
likelihood of raids on the nut crop by 
people passing along the highway. 
The simplest reply iSj even in the 
event of complete loss of the crop.. 
the property owner is as well off as 
he would have been with nouproduc- 
ing -species. 


His highway has the benefit of the

Pack Your Furs With 


Care for the Summer 


Hang the furs out in the sun for 


several days, then give them a good 
beating and shaking up to be sure that 
no moths are in them. Brush well. Boil 
some llaxseed, then dip a cloth in the 
solution and wipe the furs with this 
lightly. This will make the furs look 
nearly as bright as new. Wrap a lump 
of camphor in a cloth and place it with 
the furs. Wrap the furs in a news- 
paper that is without holes or breaks, 
or in paper bag. Paste the edges to- 
gether securely, or the fur.s may be 
placed loosely in a box. Paste a strong 
strip of paper over the crack left be- 
tween the box and its cover. If there 
are no moths in the furs when placed 
In the box they will be s.ife without 
camphor or tobacco.

good way is to put the- furs in a strong 
paper sack, tie the -•><!(k securely at 


i the top and store in a dark place. 


To dry-clean any kind of furs, first 


warm some clean bran carefully in a 
pan.
